(54) BAG-SHAPED CONTAINER 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a bag-shaped 
container which is adapted to seal a liquid and a small 
bag having other content sealed therein into the same 
chamber, which is easy to manufacture, and which is 
easy to handle during use. 

SOLUTION: A small compartment 26 separated from a 
partially fused part 24 by a non-fusing part is provided in 
a compartment 16 of this bag-shaped container 10 to 
accommodate a small bag 18, with the movement of the 
small bag 18 restricted to facilitate the operation of 
opening the small bag 18 from the outside. Also, the 
small compartment 26 is provided in contact with a 
peripheral edge fusing part 12, so that the small bag 18 
can be inserted from that part prior to fusion of a 
peripheral edge, for ease of manufacture.

REASONS 

[Reason 1J 

The inventions as defined in the following claims of 
this application cannot be patented under the Patent Law, 
Section 29(2), since they could have easily been made by 
persons having ordinary skill in the art to which the 
inventions pertain, on the basis of the inventions described 
in the publications listed below, which were distributed or 
were made available to the public through electric 
telecommunication 1 ines prior to the filing of this 
application.

Claims 1 to 12 : 
References 1 to 5: 
Remarks : 

The invention of claim 1 of the present application is 
different from that of Reference 1 in that the sheet-like 
material of the small container is attached to the opposed 
inner wall surfaces of the container body in the vicinity of 
the partitioning seal portion- 
References 2 and 3 disclose multiple-chamber medical 
containers each comprising a container body having multiple 
chambers for storing medicaments; and an openable small 
container that stores medicaments and is held in the chamber, 
wherein the small container is formed with a sheet-like 
material and bonded Lo the opposed inner, wall surfaces of the 
container body, and the small container is opened in 
accordance with the separation of the inner wall surfaces. 
(See, for example, the claims, page 6, lines 5 to 14 of the 
specification, and Figs. 1 and 2 of the utility model of 
Reference 2; and the claims, page 2, right column 2, lines 2 
to 28, and Figs. 1 to 5 of the utility model of Reference 3) . 

The References have a common object, i.e., reliably mixing the 
different medicaments at the time of use, wherein the 
medicaments should be separately contained in different 
containers until administration. 



Therefore, a skilled artisan could have easily attained the 
invention of Reference 1 by applying the structures of 
References 2 and 3 to the chamber and small container of 
Reference 1, and attaching the small container to a portion in 
the vicinity of the partition seal in considering the space 
between the inner walls. 

Reference 4 discloses a multiple-chamber container comprising 
a separating means that partitions a substantially empty third 
compartment having an outlet portion from other compartments 
(for example, see claims 6 to 8 and Fig. 1). 

Reference 5 discloses a feature that includes a multiple- 
chamber container being folded into two at- the weak partition 
seal and inserted into an exterior bag (for example r paragraph 
[0015] , and Fig. 11) 

[Reason 2] 

This application, does not comply with the requirements 
prescribed by the Patent Law, Section 36(6) (ii), since the 
claims are incomplete in the following respects. 

Remarks : 

The expression o£ claim 1, x> the sheet-like material forming 
the small container is adhered to the opposed interior 
surfaces in the container body in the vicinity of the 
partitioning seal portion" is unclear, since the extent of the 
term in the vicini ty is ambiguous. 



Claim 3 is indefinite because it is unclear how the interval 
between the small container and the partition' seal is defined 
i.e., from which portion of the small container to which 
portion of the- partition seal should be defined as the 
interval between the small container and the partition seal. 
Furthermore, the relationship between claims 2 and 3 is 
unclear when the interval between the small container and the 
partition seal is 0 in claim 3 and when the sheet-like 
material of the small container is attached to the interior 
surfaces in the partitioning seal portion in claim 2. 

Accordingly, the inventions of claims 1, and 3 to 12 are 
unclear. 
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
